Francisco, died of pneumonia at Love- 
lock,Nev., on Tuesday last.

D. Calkins, a pioneer journalist and

When ItIs understood that the same 


amount of fuel is consumed in produc- 
ing either gas or heat, itIsreadily seen 
why one person willuse four times as 
much coal as another without produc- 
ing any moTe heat. Ifas much. 
When 


feeding coal after the fire is made, only 
a small quantity 
should be fed at a 
time, and that spread evenly over the 
surface of the fire, for when fresh coal 
is added It for a time lowers the tem- 
perature of the firebox (just as pouring 
cold water into a pot of boiling water 
stops the boiling by lowering the tem- 
perature) until the added coal Is heated 
up to the Igniting point, when it first 
begins to burn and adds its heat to the 
niaES. 
When but little coal is added, 


this lowering of the temperature
